Canadian Pacific Raliway Is 
Bringing In $60,000,000 In 
Eight Months 


Tho 


The Monetary Times draws atten- 
tion to the interesting fact that with- 
in the next eight months the Canadian 
Pacific Railway can bring no less than 
$60,000,000 of new capital from abroad 
for use in this country. This sum 
is that portion of the amount realized 
on the company’s recent-stock issue, 
which will be available for transfer 
to Canada. It will be poured into the 
company’s coffers in London in four 
(instalments, which are due this month 
and in June, August and October. 
This means that this one railway may 
bring 315,000,000 across the Atlantic 
every two months until the autumn 


In Western Accounts 

On reaching Canada these funds 
will figure in the company’s accounts 
at Montreal, Winnipeg, Calgary and 
Vancouver, and from these temporary 
testing places be scattered far and 
wide over the country. “Much of the 
money will go in the ordinary course 
to settle the claims of the contractors 
who are engaged on the company’s 
works.” In this way these contrac 
tors’ obligations to their own banks 
will be lessened, the money will be 
widely distributed in the settlement of 
commercial accounts, and the tendency 
will be to ease the financial situation 
at least to a moderate extent. 

Perhaps never before has a single 
stock market transaction rendered 
such a huge sum of money avallable 
for this country, and it is remarked 
that the arrival of such a large amount 
‘n a period of stringency might worh 
warm by causing merchants and specu 
jators to abandon their present cau 
lous and conservative attitude which 
is the salvation of the situation. What 
{g required for a complete cure !s 8 
continuation for some time yet of the 
present abstention from speculation 
and from excessive borrowing. 
Bankers are advising men to go slowly 
and oarefully, to keep their lines of 
credit well within control, and to post: 
pone unnecessary extensions of plant 
or of business octivity. 

No Depression 

Commercial payments may be slov 
for the time being and real estate 
values may be weaker in the West, 
but our factories are overladen with 
orders and no signs of depression are 
descried. If speculation is checked 
and if business men and mantfactur 
ers are postponing new extensions it 
{s because of a world-wide condition 
-—a temporary shortage of money to 
finance an unprecedented universa) 
prosperity together with a costly war 
and rapidly growing European arma 
ments. Once Canadian corporations’ 
and municipalities can again draw 
money freely from London as the 
Canadtan Pacific Rallway has done 
monetary conditions will become easy 
again here and elsewhere. And the 
money must be forthcoming to house 
and provide for the immigrants who 
are arriving this year {n larger num- 
bers than ever. Tens of thousands 
of them are going on-the land and 
the larger proportion the better.

“The London bakers, have scored in 
A dispute with the employers over the 
conditions—hours and wages—of work 
The conditfons are admittedly dis 
graceful; the work is done in many 
cases in dirty, underground bakeries, 
the hours are cruelly long, sometimes 
a hundred a week, and the pay is 
miserable 248 or 258 a week. The 
men have now got 30s a week and a 
fifty-four-hour week in shops, with 
sixty hours In factories, where the 
work {s lighter. They are satisfied 
for the time being, but their next 
agitation will be for the abolition of 
uight-work and for the {Inclusion of 
the baking Industry in the Trade 
Boards act. This !s an act that was 
passed by the present Government in 
1909 as an experiment in the preven- 
tion of sweating in a few trades 
where sweating was notorious.”

Tom Tasker had’ a corner store. 
He got it from his father who built 
up his trade from the farmers that 
spent their money for things made 
in Canada. Taskerville grew into a 
little town of cement sidewalks and 
electric lights. Tom's business de 


veloped and he got. an automobile, 


& $10,000 house, and a big new store 
with plate glass, patent show-cases 
and a stenographer. 

The blacksmith shop grew into a 
carriage factory; the local cabinet-

A few years ago when a wide- 
awake man discovered that. the coun- 
try around Taskerville had the very 
best kind of soil and climate for rais-

a canning factory in Taskerville, the 
farmers fetched their truck to the 
factory which became as good a 
purveyor of canned goods as any in 
Canada. Its products were found in 
the mining camps and the kitchens 
of the wealthy that went to grand 
opera. But whenever ecny farmer 
went to the store of Tom Tasker, 
built up from their farms in two 
generations, they never could find a 
blessed tin of the Taskerville fao- 
tory’s goods on his shelves. When 
they asked him why he wouldn’t en- 
courage home industry and stock up 
with home goods, he said he reckoned 
he knew his own business. 

Wherefore the farm folk round 
about Taskerville boycotted the Tas- 
ker store, and Tom Tasker made an 
assignment. Which, to most sensible 
folks’ way of thinking was the only 
way to prove to the Tasker intellect 
that you can’t expect both boots to 
fit the same foot. 

This is a homely llustration and 
localized to Taskerville; but if it 
doesn’t prove that it’s the business 
of the retailer in Canada to keep on 
his shelves the goods made in Canada 
by Canadian workmen at a time when 
Canada is making the fight of her life 
to stay Industrially effictent—then 
there must be something wrong with 
the argument.

QUEEN MARY’S TEAS 


Bimple Gatherings For Workers In 
War Charities Are Frequent 


Queen Mary’s weekly tea parties 
have become a feature of this topsy- 
turvy London season during war <ime. 
But only workcrs in the var- 
fous charities and relief organizations 
are wanted. Every week the Queen 
makes out a list of persons with 
whom she wishes to confer upon 
the many war charities ip which she 
{s interested, These teas are held in 
the Queen’s boudoir,’ the walls of 
which are adorned with paintings, 
signed by kings, queens, princes and 
princesses, among which are some ex- 
quisite floral paintings by the late 
Princess Marie of Denmark. The lat- 
ter was the first who brought together 
King Edward and his brother-in-law 
Czar Alexander III. and gave the first 
impulse to the Franco-Russian alliance 
and later to the Entente Cordiale, be- 
tween France and Britain. Servants 
are completely absent. Queen Mary 
herself makes the tea, Prificess Mary 
fills the cups and everybody helps her- 
self to cakes. An hour and a half are 
devoted to earnest discussion.  In- 
numerable charitable undertakings 
have issued from this room. Queen 
Mary wants to be informed of every- 
thing, and, practical as she is, she sug- 
gests many improvements and propos- 
es many new ideas. When the dis- 
cussion is over the Queen invariably 
opens a large album‘ and shows her 
guests the latest photos taken at the 
front by the Prince of Wales. Occa- 
sionally, too, the Queen reads aloud 
extracts from his letters. At six 
o'clock Quee Mary takes up a post: 
tion near the door and shakes hands 
with each parting guest and the Royal 
tea is over. 


IN GARDEN OF EDEN 


Tho Original Homestead Is Not Now 
a Veritable Paradise 

A journalist with the Mesopotamian 
expedition writes: It is the oldest 
country in the world, but you will 
find little or nothing that is old in it 
within 360 miles of the sea. Five of 
us, @ padre, a doctor, a regimental 
officer, a supply and transport man, 
and “nyself, ought to know, for we 
were moored to the Tree of Know- 
ledge of Good and Evil for the greater 
part of a week. Kurna, the reputed 
Paradise, lies at the junction of the 
Tigris and the old channel of the 
Euphrates. The palm tree and the fig 
leaf were the only paragisaical things 
we found in Eden. Even the serpent 
was invisible, though his works re- 
main and the knowledge of evil 
thrives preposterously. Man is still 
chastised in this spot, and we had 
reason to be thankful that the longest 
day was followed by the shortest 
night. Our pyjamas began to sweat 
before we put. them on. They were 
wet not with dew, but with the per- 
aspiration of the night, the exudations 
of the palm groves. 

At five the sun came licking over 
the horizon again ta recharge the at- 
mosphere that had lost nothing of 
its retained heat during the night. Any 
movement of the air is restorative. 
We would have given days of our 
life, lumps of our pay, for one long 
bubbly iced drink. Temptation for 
the Arabs takes the form of tinned 
pineapple, Aden cigarettes, canned 
salmon, and the like, which repeat 
the unhealthy process of sophistica- 
tion that was so disastrous to our first 
parents. 

It is better to fight in a climate 
like this than to moralize or tijink. 
The men who evicted the Turks from 
the Sumerian Paradise have happier 
recollections of it than the draft fresh 
from home who passed through on 
the longest day of the year and left 
their toll behind. “——!” as the pro- 
fane trooper said, “it would take no 
eee swords to turn me out of 

s.”

(Z) C, P. O. 8. Atiantic liner. 
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tie fact that the Allan Line was one 
of the first companies, if not actually 
the first to effect a direct service be- 
tveen Great Britain and Canada. 
The founder of the Allan Line was 
Captain Alexander Allan, who in 1822 
stiled from Glasgow to Quebec in the 
brig “Jean,” in search of cargo for 
his vessel. In 1852 the sailing ves- 
sels of the Allan Line were replaced 
by steamships in the Canada-British 
trade.

Text: ‘Curse ye, Meroz, said the 
angel of the Lord; curse ye bitterly 
the inhabitants thereof; because they 
care not to the help of the Lord, to 
the help of the Lord against the 
mighty.’’—Judges 5: , 23. 

All patriotic citizens should agree 
that Canada must “rerain in the 
war to the end’’—not the end of vol- 
untary enlistment, or the:end of the 
boys at the front, but to the end-of 
this great struggle for the freedom 
of the world. It is not fair that ‘the 
most loyal elements of our‘ popula- 
tion should continue pouring out 
their blood for the protection of the 
disloyal who stay at home in easo 
and corfort. It is surely reason- 
able that all men should ‘be requi.>! 
to pay an equal price for equal 
rights. Those who profess to be- 
lieve that the Government should 
control and fix the price of focd, to 
be consistent, must support conscrip- 
tion, as that is the only known 
means of fixing the price of citizen- 
ship. Conscription, then, is fair, it 
is reasonable,’ and it is also neces- 
Sary. 

CONSCRIPTION TS OF THE 
DIVINE ORIGIN 

This is supposed to be a Christian 
country, and it is therefore hardly 
necessary to prove that the Almigh- 
ty never endorsed anything that is 
unjust, or wrong in any way. The 
first Military Service Act came from 
(iod. Tt must be admitted by any- 
one who has read the first chapter of 
the Book of Numbers and other pas- 
sages of Holy Writ, that the Lord 
authorized a form of selective — con- 
scription when He cormanded Moses 
to number “‘all that are able to go 
forth to war; from twenty years old 
and upwands."’ Conscription, then, 
is of Divine origin. Who will dare 
say that it is unfgir or unjust? 

A DISLOYAL ELEMENT 

In spite of all these troubles there 
is an element in this Dominion who 
are opposed to conscription—or 
equality of service. It is of them 
particularly and their heartless, un- 
sympathetic and disloyal attitude 
that we wish to speak. No man why 
objects to serving his country in 
some capacity can honestly pretend 
to be a loyal citizen. The anti-con- 
scriptionist is, therefore, disloyal. 
He is asked to pay the price of 
citizenship, but he refuses. There is 
only one means of collecting his 
overdue account, that is, by selec- 
tive conscription. The mothers, 
fathers, widows, sisters or brothers 
of the thirty thousand heroes who 
have made the supreme sacrifice are 
not to be numbered among, the anti- 
conscription brood. The parents of 
those who are now suffering and dy- 
ing, or the men who have returned 
maimed or crippled for life, are mor- 
tified by the attitude of that  un- 
sympathetic — tribe. The anti-con- 
scriptionists are those who have not 
suffered and who refuse to pay the 
price. In their homes the war has 
not mase any vacant chairs. Their 
heart has not been rent by the sever- 
ing of the ties of kinship; they do 
not yearn for the sound’ of the voice 
that is still. 

A HEARTLESS BROOD 

Their formal expressions of sym- 
pathy. for those who have suffered 
the loss of loved ones is but deceit 
and mockery. Speak to them) of that 
noble sentiment called patriotism, 
and they understand you not. They 
have heard not the ery for justice of 
the blood from, the soil of France 
and Flanders, or the depths of the 
ocean. They care not for the call of 
those in the trenches for reinforce 
ments. They scoff at the idea that 
the freedom of humanity hangs in 
the balance. They laugh if you tell 
them that the Empire is in danger. 
Speak to them gently of the thous- 
ands of widows and fathers and 
mothers who in sorrow and anguish 
are dying of broken hearts for the 
loss of loved ones who died for their 
safety, and the 
will sneer at you. This must be ithe 
attitude of the anti-conscriptionists; 
but being naturally cowards — they 
will not have the courage to say so 
openly. 

“THEY CAME NOT”

We accept theso people as our fel- 
low countrymen, and as British sub- 
jects should give to them their full 
share of the heavy burden we our- 
selves and those belonging to us are 
enduring. And if false to their salt 
then blow them from the guns; Bri- 
tish justice for German perfidy; put 
do not break faith with ther. 

If we deal with this foreign  ele- 
ment in our midst as it has been pro- 
posed to do, we are sowing the secd 
of distrust and hatred which can be 
handed down from generation to 
generation until we reap finally 
harvest of riot and destruction, and, 
in the present, witness the diygrace 
of any government which broke its 
faith with g people it invited to its 
shores.

Wecan 
only hope that its application 
throughout this province which has 
already given its sons so freely will 
be entrusted to those:who are abso- 
lutely capable of making a well bal- 
anced selection:from the further ma- 
terial at their disposal. T regard], 
with consternation the disfranchise- 
irent qnd_ exemption - from: conscrip- 
tion of the many of alien birth in 
this country. IT think’ that we who 
have given and those*among us why 
are still to give sons and relatives 
can only regard such a decision as 
unjustifiable, and one which will have 
political effect for “a generation to 
come, and in this unstatesmanlike 
manner of dealing with a-people we 
are prohably witnessing today the 
creation of a national problem. not 
less difficult to cope with than that 
which exists in portions of the pro- 
vince of Quebec. 

We are deliberately segregating a 
people and, what is even more im- 
portant, encouraging ‘and compelling 
Germans and Austrfan Canadians to 
falter and stifle the growth of pride 
and patriotisy in this the land of 
their adoption, at a morent when 
never in gq colntry’s history was it 
more necessary to strive to make tho 
result’ of the present national crisis 
an absorbing issue to every race and 
creed within the Dominion. These 
people came to us as the result of a 
lonz considered immigration policy, 
which was adopted by the govern- 
ment of this country asa means to 
accomplish a definite end. We need 
not today speculate on the wisdom 
of that. policy, suffice to say ft was 
accepted and put into foree with a 
whole heartedness which few — will 
dispute, and asa result these men of 
foreign birth came to us in their 
thousands. 

In direct response to our invita- 
tion, they expatriated themselves and 
pledged allegiance to this their 
adopted country, to its laws, to its 
customs, and our government. as 
readily ratified the bond; it gave 
land on which to build up homes 
with a freedom as great as that 
granted to every British immigrant, 
and as comlucive in all things to 
complete the growth of citizenship. 
Now, what has been their record ? 
How many do we hear of having 
broken faith with this country — of 
their adoption? In our intercourse 
with these settlers it would be diffi-| J. 
cult to reoall one individual who has 
expressed dissatisfaction with his 
surroundings or a desire to return 
to that peasant serfdony on which 
they turned their back 10, 15 or 20 
years ago.

Scenes he Witnessed While 
Visiting Hastings, England 


W. J. Taafe, 787 Bute Street, Van 
couver, has received g lefter from: his 
son, Frank Taafe, at the Canadian 
trainimg school, Bexhill-on-sea, Ens 
land, in which he graphically de 
scribes some features of Nfe in such 
a place in the old country. Mr. 
Taafe is a very gpod pencil artist, 
as he draws two pictumes to better 
describe what he writes about = in 
his letter. At the bottom of the 
third paragraph is a drawing of a 
sort of auto-bus, while he also Sas 
a picture of the pier, which he says 
Was burned while he was at the town 
of Hastings. Part of the letter fol 
lows : 

“This country is very funny some 
times in the Way they carry on. ! 
was over at Hastings, which is ob 
the south coast, on Sunday and on 
my way came across a funny thins. 
Its about six miles, and takes 
about three-quarters of an hour te 
go. Some speed kings! : 

“The town of Hastings has its 
municipal carlines, and in order ty 
prevent outsiders like Bexhill com:nz 
in they wouldn't allow them — te 
string wires, but made no mention 
vi not using the tracks, at least 
that’s the story told. At any rate. 
when we got to the boundary line. 
instead of the car stopping gnd the 
passengers getting out, the bloom 
ing thing kept on going in spite o 
the fact that @#here was no trolley 
wire. It got my goat fora minute 
until I heard the old familiar chug 
chug and smelled the same old smelt 
Yes, you've guessed it; they had a 
nice little gas motor tucked ander 
neath. Some stunt, eh? 

“And then 1 saw something else. 
You know petrol is ‘non est,’ scarce: 
than hen's teeth, and yet the sight 
seeing cars run. Question, how is it 
done? 

‘It’s invended to be an ordinary 
motor with a bag of gas up above. 
Tt* looks exactly like a balloon. =! 
haven't had an opportunity of look 
ing at the thing closely, but they 
tell me it is ordinary gas and that 
they use it in place of petrol.

something like that. Well, at 2.30 
p.m. stroke was seen coming from 
the extreme end of the pavilion 
There was a good wind blowing at 
the time, and it did mot take long to 
get q good hold. The alarm = was 
promptly turned in. and everyon: 
Waited to see what would happen. 
Ten minutes went by, and the result 
was nil; twenty minutes, still no 
answer. As it happened there were 
quite a bunch of Canadian soldiers 
around, and as soon as things began 
to hop they started in to save what 
they could under the mismanage- 
ment of a crazy individual, hatkess, 
collarless, brainless, who scemed 
be the janitor or the main share- 
holder. Under his able direction a® 
the junk collected was placed aroued 
the bandstand away from the flames; 
bright idea. By this time it was 30 
minutes past, and I was wond@ring 
if the brigade were ait” at Sunday 
School, when down the street they 
came, six of the nicest, cleanest fire- 
men I ever saw, all dressed up like 
Roman gladiators with inverted 
brass coal scuttles on their heads, 
dragging after them gq dear little 
fire engine no bigger than a peanut 
stand. Their stage entrance ws 
very spectaculan, and the crowd 
cheered lustily. This rattled ther 
so much that they forgot where they 
had left the hydrant after the last 
fire, in 54 B.C. But all things must 
come to an end, and at last after 
calling in the police it was located 
right under their noses, a hose line 
run out, and exactly three-quarters 
of an hour after tle curfew had been 
rung 4 stream was playing on the 
flames, which by this time was at 
the height of its career.

TORONTO, Sept. 12.—The joint 
legislation committee of the Orange 
Order in British America has issued 
the following manifesto : 

“We earnestly desire that there 
should be no election until after the 
war. Those politicians who oppose 
all further Canadian aid to Britain 
and who seck purely party — ends, 
even it their plots should mean the 
dismemberment of the british — eimr 
pire, have joined forces with all the 
atien enemies of the land and have 
apparently succeeded in forcing Can- 
ada to a general election. 

“An gievition being thus forced up- 
on the country by the scheming 
politicians, aided by every disloyal 
slement, we most earnestly appeal 
co every oflicer and member to vote 
only for such men‘bers seeking = re- 
election Who have remained taithful 
.o our ideas and Vote fur the mil- 
itary service yct, for the proposed 
act for the ‘prolongation’ of the pre- 
sent conflict, ag all parties in France 
ind Buitain have so far dune, for the 
vill giving soldiers the vote and for 
ce War-time elections act, which in 
reneral meets our reyuests regarding 
alien enemies. 


THE PLEDGE 


“In all other constituencies our 
votes should only be given to the 
andidates who will give the follow- 
ng pledge: 

‘“If elected I] pledge myself to sup- 
vort the military service act as it 
assed parliament and to give sup- 
dort to its enforcement throughout

Calgarian was Prisoner in 
Senelager Camp for Sixteen 
Months. 


CALGARY, Sept..15.—Pte. Alex. 
B. Clarke, who before enlisting in 
that gallant battalion which was 
commanded by the late Lieut.-Col. 
Boyle, was in the Dom‘nion Lands 
office, has returned to Calgary after 
sixteen months as a prisoner in the 
German internment camp at Sene- 
lager. He certainly bears traces of 
what he has undergone since taken 
prisoner alter the battle of Lange- 
marog, and reiterates his staterrent 
that he has only the German doctors 
to thank for the loss of his right 
leg. 

“When T was taken into the hos- 
pital,”” he said this week, ‘and’plac- 
ed on the operating table, the doctor 
roughly turned up the lapel of my 
coat to see to what battalion I be- 
longed. When he discovered this he 
brutally remarked ‘—— Canadian ; 
serves you right,’ and with this re- 
mark IT was flung from the table 
without undergoing any operation. 
The result was that gangrene set in 
and the limb practically dropped off 
eventually.” 


DESPERATE STRAITS 


Pte. Clarke was certainly in des- 
perate straits before being taken a 
prisoner. With his right Jeg sbat- 
tered he lay in) ‘‘No Man's Land"’ 
helpless, and received two more bul- 
lets, one entering the left. knee and 
the other thefleft ankle. It was in 
that predicament that he was event- 
ually hustid off by the Germans to 
the dressing station, more dead than 
alive, owing to loss of blood. 

The treatment in the prison camp 
was barbaric. He asserts that they 
only received one meal a day for 
several weeks, and that consisted of 
rye bread and soup. For days at a 
stretch there was no change of band 
iiges or dressings of any kind. ii 
any of the men complained to the 
medical oflicer in charge, they were 
promptly told that there was no 
one there to attend to them. The 
result of all this treatment was that 
when he was exchanged and arrived 
in England he only weighed 95 
pounds. He speaks in the warmest 
praise of his treatment in hospital 
and convalescent homes in Eyzland. 
“The doctors there undoubtedly sav- 
ed my life,’’ he remarked. ‘‘Yes, 1 
am beginning to feel pretty fit, but,’’ 
he added sadly, “I will never again 
he able to play hockey.”

HEBEL te TREO 
RORNILOFE SURRENDERS 
TO NEW COMMANDER 


LONDON, Sept. 13.—Apparently, 
like other attempts. that have ‘neen 
made to overthrow the provisional 
government in Russia, Gemeral Korn- 
iloft’s rebellion against Premier Ker- 
ensky and his followers has ‘been 
quelled. 

Meanwhile troops that answered 
the call to revolt, issued by Kom- 
iloff, continue to desert ‘his ranks 
and return to the government, de 
claring that they were misled iby 
Korniloff’s professed aims. 

Kerensky has been confirmed ‘by 
the cabinet as commander of the 
army and will have with him as chief 
of his staff, in his prosecution of the 
war against the Teutonic allies, Gen. 
Alexieff, former comrmanier-in-chief, 
one of the most brilliant officers in 
the Russian army. Added strength 
is expected to be given Kerensky’ s 
rule by the appointment of new mil- 
itary officials for the district and 
city of Petrograd. 


NO GREAT DISSATISFACTION 


Although the Petrograd war office 
early Thursday announced that no 
otticial communication had been re 
ceived from the headquarters staf 
at the front, late in the day the 
communication was forthcom.nz. + 

It indicated that no great amount 
of disafiection had occurred among 
the fighting forces, who in the re- 
gion of Riga, near Sventsiany and 
im the Roumanian theatre, were vig- 
orously on the offensive against the 
enemy, and that along the line east 
of Riga, and in Rounvania and sever- 
al pomts they had won successes 
over the Teutons. 

In the region of Riga, the  Ger- 
man cavalry was compelled to retire 
south of the Riga-Wanden Road, 
while in Roumgnia, a height was 
captured from the Austro-Germans 
after g vigorous fight and rore than 
400 men made prisoners. German 
positions to the south of Sventsi- 
any, which lies between Vilna and 
Dvinsk, are being heavily bombarded 
by the Russian guns. 


TO SURRENDER 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 13.— ‘General 
Korniloff has communicated to the 
government his intention to surren- 
der on the arrival of General iAlex- 
ieff, commander-in-chief of the Rus- 
sian armies, at Mohily, at which 
place he is due this evening. 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 13.—Generals 
Ruzsky and Dragomiroff have been 
appointed respectively commander- 
in-chief of the northern and soutHem 
fronts. : 

General Ruzsky previously ‘had 
been in charge of the Russian armies 
on the northern front. He was re- 
moved from the command in May of 
the present year. 

SEVEREST PENALTY 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 13.—Aveken- 
tieff, minister of the interior, said 
today as a result of the Korniloff 
revolt all the Russian fronts for 
three days remained without the 
least defense and without command. 
The severest penalty, he added, 
ought to be enacted on General 
Wornilof, and the government would 
do nothing to mitigate his fate. 

The government’s task now, said 
Avekentieff, would be to struggle 
against counter revolutionary  at- 
tempts, safeguarding national lib- 
erty and defending the country 
against the foreign enemy. 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 13.—Colonel 
Vershovsky, former commander _ of 
the Moscow military district, has 
been appointed acting minister of 
war. General Teplovest has been 
named commander . of the military 
district of Petrograd, and M. Palt- 
chinski, former assistant minister of 
trade, has been given the post of 
military governor-general of Petro- 
grad. 


ENGLAND HAS ARMY OF 
WELL-TRAINED WOMEN 


Auxiliary Corp to Do Work 
Behind the Lines in France 


LONDON, Eng.—Along the  sun- 
burnt, dusty roads g draft of women 
soldiers left their egmp at. Aldershot 
to march to the station—the first. 
step on their journey to the women's 
front. They can be called woren 
soldiers, because it is announced by 
the secretary of the war oltice that 
the Women’s Auxiliary Army Corps 
is now officially recognized, 

The women's corps is to be as 
much a part of the British army as 
the Royal Engineers. It is under 
military discipline and control ; its 
members must sacrifice as much per- 
sonal freedom as the soldier, and be 
prepared for exactly the same hard- 
ships as those which have bern so 
cheerfully faced by all ranks behind 
the lines in France. If not soldiers 
in law, these women are assuredly 
soldiers in fact. 

At‘2 o'clock in the afternoon one 
day recently, these khaki girls par- 
aded in front of their barracks. They 


wore coat frocks of khaki drill, 
brown felt hats, leggings and tan 
kid gloves. Their military great- 


coats and their kit, very modest in 
bulk followed them to the station on 
an army transport. 

The draft consisted mainly of tele- 


graphists and telephonists who are 
to work in base towns and-on_ the 
lines of communication. The girls 


have drilled keenly for a few weeks 
and have become accustomed ty mil- 
itary life. 

“We shouldn't like to wear khaki 
and belong to an auxiliary army 
corps if we thought it was all to be 
pleasant, said one girl when possible 
disadvantages were pointed out. 
So, with many others, she cheerfully 
and solemnly swore to serve for the 
duration of the war, to obey her 
superior officers and to he the king’s 
faithful servant just as long as she 
was needed. 
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MENTAL “LABOR IN OLD AGE 
Ge 
‘Welter Points Out How Impossiblo It 
° Is to Mark Culminating Point 
In Man's Career. 

Who talks of fifty. years as the cul- 
minating point in man’s career? ‘Were 
all the great work performed by men 
even beyond seventy erased from his- 
tory the human race would be bereft 
of some very proud achievements. 

Jefferson founded a university by 
his own activity after he had passed 
three score years and ten. John 
Quincy Adams, although he had been 
president of the United States and 
five times a foreign minister, wrought 
as a congressman by far his greatest 
deeds after he was sixty-five. His .ro- 
bust father sat in a constitutional con- 
vention when he was almost a nona- 
genarian. Franklin did valiant serv: 
ice in helping to frame the Constitu- 
tion of the United States after he had 
turned a serene and contented eighty. 

Seventy saw Gladstone so vigorous 
that he was still good for the greatest 
battle of his political Hfe and a pre 
miership. England's foremost living 
historian, Sir George Otto Trevelyan, 
who is even now completing his mon: 
umental story of the American revo- 
lution, occupied a seat in parliament 
half a century ago. This brilliant ne- 
phew of Lord Macaulay has done his 
best writing since reaching seventy. 

Germany’s first emperor, the vener 
able William, saw Waterloo as a sol- 
dier, but fifty-five years later he was 
directing armies at Sedan and welding 
an empire after the fall of Paris. Jobn 
Bigelow at four score was mentally as 
virile as a boy, and his powers as an 
author were not dimmed. 

Our own Frederick Fraley was an 
active business man, president of a 
bank and the national board of trade 
since the Spanish-American war, and 
yet he was prominent enough in 1844 
to serve on a committee that wel- 
comed to Philadelphia Daniel Web 
ster.

able. The same agency that prolongs 
bodily vigor will surely lengthen the 
age of man’s most virile mental labor.

BREEDING FOR MORE ECGS 


Ralse Chicks Only From Best Birds 
in the Flock 


— 


Pure-bred fowls lay more eggs and 
of greater uniformity in shape and 
zolor than mongrels or cross-breds. 
One should constantly try to build up 
iis flock if he would be uniformly 
successful in egg production. 

Experts say that this can be done 
oxy selecting only the best temales 
from the entire flock, by mating them 
to good vigorous males, und by using 
.his special mating as a breeding peu 
irom which all eggs for hatching 
should be saved. 

In this way one will gat a con 
tinuous improvement that would not 
be assured if the entire flock were 
used to propagate the future layers. 
Che practice of making special bre-d 
ing pens, is bound to ‘esult in larger, 
more vigorous birds, better layers and 
more prolit, 

A word of warning is given to use 
great care in selecting the breeding 
pen so as not to include any birds 
which are lacking in constitution or 
have shown any disease. Some dis. 
eases, such as bacillary white diarr- 
hoa, can Je directly inherited, while 
others may give the offspring an in- 
herited weakness which makes them 
especially susceptible to that par. 
ticular disease.

When the chick is hatched it has 
a sufficient supply of nourishment in 
the yolz of the egg to last it for 
several days. What the chick re- 
quires for the first few days Is not 
feed but warmth and rest. 

When the chicks are removed to 
their brooding quarters there should 
be some coarse sand cr fine chick 
grit scattered where they can have 
free access to it. They should then 
be left until they show positive signs 
of hunger which would be between 
the second and third day after hatch 
log. They may be given some bread 
crumbs that have been very slighely 
moistened with milk; this muy be 
scattered on clean sand or chick grit. 
If belug brooded by a hen she will 
see that no food is allowed to lie 
around, but {if in a brooder that part 
of the food that the chicks do not pi:k 
up in a few minutes should be re 
Moved as nothing in feeding cause:
